Williams is re- 
ported to have claimed that the woman 
attacked him with a stick when he 
sought to visit his young son at her 
home. 

Williams’ statement to the officers 
automatic pistol at close range, each 
bullet taking effect, Mrs. Creel fall- 
ing dead on the front porch of her 
home, 907 D street. 

Williams’ staetment to the officers 
who arrested him was that he had 
come to Meridian from Crystal 
Springs to see his little three-year-old 
won, who is in the possession of his 
divorced wife, Mrs. Lula Williams. 
25, who resides with her mother, and 
that while he was seated in the 
swing on the front porch of the Creel | 
home talking to his wife and the lit- 
tle boy, his mother-in-law came from 
the rear of the house with a stick 
in her hand; as she approached in a 
threatening manner, he said he drew 
his pistol and began firing. 

Williams also stated, according to 
the officers, that his mother-in-law 
caused the separation of himself and 
wife about a year ago, and that when 
he arrived in Meridian Saturday he 
wanted to take his little son up town 
and purchase him some clothing, but 
that he was not permitted to do so. 
This morning he said he renewed his 
efforts and a few moments before 
the shooting had telephoned for Chief 
of Police M. H. Yarborough, to visit 
the home with him for the purpose 
of inducing his former wife and mo- 
ther-in-law to allow him to have pos- 
session of his son for a short while. 

In responding to the telephone call 
Chief Yarborough, accompanied by Po- 
lice Officer Shannon, arrived in his 
car in time to witness the shooting, 
but they were too far away to inter- 


fere. 

After he had emptied his pistol Wil- 
liams is said to have run with the 
smoking weapon in his hand, taking a 
direction toward the car of the two 
officers, who jumped to the ground, 
took the pistol and placed him under 
arrest.

BOARD 10 REVIEW 
WAR FRAUD CASES 


Justice Department to Set 
Up Special Tribunal to 
Select Most Flagrant 
Cases. 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER. 

Washington, May 28.—4 board of 
review is to be set up in the depart- 
ment of justice, which, in effect, will 
constitute a special tribunal, for the 
examination of the war fraud cases 
which the government is preparing to 
prosecute en an elaborate scale, ac- 
cording to announcement of Attorney- 
General Daugherty. 


In reaching decision as to what 


cases will be prosecuted, it was ex- 
plained, the government will procedd 
only where it has reasonable expecta- 
tion f winning, in order that the gost 
of litigation may not be excessive. 

“It is the intention of the depart- 
ment to reduce litigation as much as 
possible,” said a statement from the 
dlepartment, to prepare all the cases 
as thoroughly as p ssible, and to éx- 
pedite the business. The preparation 
of the cases will, of course, be exceed- 
ingly important, as the department 
naturally realizes that the government 
will have arrayed against it some of 
the greatest lawyers of the United 
States.” 

itting on the board of review will 
be Daugherty -himself, and former 
Senator Thomas, of Colorado, The re- 
tention of Thomas as one of the spe- 
cial attorneys-general to help in the 
war fraud prosecutions has just been 
announced. Other assistant attorneys- 
general will co-operate with these two 
in connection with the cases in which 
they have been most closely identified. 

Senator Thomas was a member of 
the military affairs committee of the 
senate during the war, and was chair- 
man of a special committee which con- 
ducted a separate investigation of air- 
craft preduction. 

The board of review, according to 
Daugherty, will make possible at all 
times a “complete and thorough cen- 
tralization of departmental knowledge 
with respect to every step that is 
taken.“ 

George P. Hoover also has been 
named special assistant attorney-gen- 
eral. Because of the fact that court 
work in the district has been, doubled 
through the activities of the specia! 
grand jury, the regular force was 
considered inadequate, and Hoove 
will assist the present district attor- 
ney, Peyton Gordon. Gordon will di- 
rect the criminal cases, assisted by 
John’ W. H. Crim, an assistant attor- 
ney-general.

RADIO WOULD ASSIST 


AN FUTURE CONFLICTS 


Whi the radiotelephone will mean 
in the event of another war can read- 
ily be surmised by recalling the ex- 
traordinary efforts made by the gov- 
ernment to enlist every possible means 
of arousing public opinion. 

In the matter of recruiting it will 
be of the highest value to supplement 
consistent campaigning in the news- 
papers, periodicals, and by pubic 
meetings with daily exhortations by 
men prominent in civil and military 
life; in this way not only will the 
greatest ible number of recruits 
be . but the entire public mind 
— be available for patriotic propa- 
ganda. 

And can any one imagine anything 
more dramatic than a broadcast an- 
nouncement of draft numbers as they 
are drawn in turn, as was the case 
in 1917? | 

In the vital matter of raising funds 
for war, as in the case of teh Libert 
loan drives, it needs but little imagi- 
nation, to see that the radiotelephone 
will rank at the very top. During 
the late war one of the great soaks 
lems .of the treasury department and 
its helpers was in getting the most 
successful speakers to several places 
at the same time; frequently it was 
equally difficult to get the desired au- 
dience to hear the speaker. Such 
a campaign by radio would have the 
advantage, not only of bringing 
speaker and audience together readily, 
but also in building up a cuniulative 
efffect by a series of talks to the 
same audience, which is recognized 
as highly important in any type of 
propaganda. This was possible pre-

Pastor of First Baptist 
Church of Houston, Tex- 
as, Preaches From 
WDAW.

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|New Orleans Cotton 
Feels Bull Pressure 


New Orleans, May 28.—Although 
something of a reactionary tendency 
was shown by the cotton market in 
the early sessions of the week just 


week ended, the latter sessions brought 


pressure to buy and strong advances 
to new high levels for the upward 
movement m prices, which has been 
under way for some time past. 
Much of the buying was done on 
bullish antieipations regarding the 
first condition report of the season 
from the government, hut some of it 
was done on continued unsatisfac- 
tory weather over the eblt and on a 
continued good demand for spot cot- 
ton, which was met by increasing evi- 
dence of diminishing supplies. 
Highest prices came on the closing 
session when July touched 20.89 and 


points higher than the close of the 
preceding week. Last prices were 
at net gains of 41 to 83 points, with 


9 July at 20.76 


July was, at all times, the strong- 
est month and there were occasions 
when it pulled the rest of the list up 
with it, Covering by the short inter- 
est was responsible for much of the 
pressure to buy July and this cover- 
ing was induced to a great extent

According to the weekly statement, 
the visible supply of American cot- 
ton is now down to 3,943,184 bales, 
against 4,280,497 a year ago.

CVD (cardio-vascular degeneration) 
is the heart artery wearing out which 
manifests it self in a constantly in- 
creasing number of persons around 
middle age in the form of hardening 
of the arteries, chronic nephritis 
aes disease), slow, heart muscle 
ailure, or apoplexy (stroke of paraly- 
sis, cerebral hemorrhage). There is 
an early stage of CVD in which it is 
possible to recognize the condition 
and prevent the wreck toward which 
the patient is drifting. But unfor- 
tunately the great majority of pa- 
tients in the early stage of CVD not 
only decline to accept an early diag- 
nosis, which must perforce be tenta- 
tive in character, but often resent 
it to the extent of breaking with the 
doctor who so far forgets himself as 
to make an honest. diagnosis. Ber- 
nard Shaw was right, as usual, when 
he t the doctors of London some 
years ago that the family doctor dare 
not tell his patients the truth lest 
they change doctors. Some patients 
change doctors about as often as they 
change their shirts; others change 
each spring; very few stick to one 
doctor through a period of years un- 
less the doctor is an affable and kind- 
ly liar. Of course, every good doctor 
is an accomplished prevaricator 
about secrets in general, but here and 
there one actually finds a good doc- 
tor who rashly tells the truth about 
the diagnosis, and what is still more 
remarkable, there are actually a few 
anomalous individuals who still patro- 
nize a doctor after he has made a 
tentative diagnosis of CVD in the 
early or “purely functional” stage. 
That meaningless phrase always 
finds its way in here. Of course, all 
disease is functional—disease is noth- 
ing else than altered function. All 
symptoms are produced by altered 
functions; every sign of disease a 
physician elicits by any kind of ex- 
amination is just the record of a 
disturbed or altered function. In a 
very erude way only can we divide a 
disease or diseases into “functional” 
and “organic ;” the habit of attempt- 
ing to so distinguish disease condi- 
tions developed long ago when doc- 
tors had only dead pathology to guide 
them, and long before the invention 
of the many instruments of precision 
which are now in use. As we learn to 
recognize disease in its incipiency or 
beginning, the arbitrary distinction of 
“organic” and functional“ trouble 
loses all significance. 

Notwithstanding all efforts to edu- 
cate the public about tuberculosis, 
there are still many victims of that 
disease in the incipient stage striving 
to convince themselves that they have 
merely a functional trouble of some 
sort. Yet these are very few indeed 
when compared with the numbers of 
victims of cardio-vascular degenera- 
tion in its early stages who persist in 
experimenting with all sorts of reme- 
dies purporting to be “tonics” or good 
for that tired feeling, nervous trouble, 
—— digestion, autointoxication, weak 
lood, run-down condition and the 
like. Not until some serious develop- 
ment precipitates a crisis do they even 
consult a physician.

Great as is the cost of feebleminded- 
ness which can be measured in dol- 
lars and cents; greatasis the damage 
tione our edcuational system yearly 
hy the unrecognized defective, the 
moral cost, d for in the coin of 
human wretchedness, misery and dis- 
ease, is greater and more appalling, 
more damagaing to our race, and more 
vital to all those who have the pro- 
tection of our clean, independent, 
wholesome, American homes at heart. 
What possible aspect of dependency, 
desertion, illegitimacy, vagrancy, ju- 
venile delinquency, criminality, or 

rostitution, is there in which the 
eebleminded individual does not play 
a major role? 

Look, for instance, at the question 
of dependency, desertion and illegitima- 
cy, which are, in reality, able to com- 
pete, on equal terms, with his fellow 
man. He is poor, with a poverty that 
ig worse than lack of money, because 
he canont be given brains; more des- 
titute than the sick, because he is 
hopeless and must continue to live. He 
is handicapped, but forced to keep 
pace with normals, or go under. The 
defective is predestined to desert his 
family because he lacks, from: birth, 
those qualities which mean perser- 
verance in the face of difficulty, and is 
unable to develop that sense of respon- 
sibility which is the cornerstone of 
oll family stability. Just as the fee- 
bleminded man is predestined to deser- 
tion, so the feeblemindei girl is pre- 
destined to illegitimac;. Deprived of 
all sense of responsibility. unable to 
foresee the consequences of her ac- 
tions, a prey to her own instincts and 
to unscrupulous temptation, what 
chance has she, unprotected, to avoid 
her obvious fate? For example, in 
one group of feebleminded _ girls, 
twenty-five in number, whose ages 
vary from ten to 22, three have had

Aside from all this, these girls are 
responsible for a large proportion of 
venereal disease. In one city in Geor- 
gia 25 per cent of the young men 
drafted into the army were found to 
be infected. Think what this means, 
and then see if you feel justified in 
neglecting this problem. Remember 
that 43 per cent of the prostitutes are 
feebleminded: that 17 per cent of the 
population of our prisons are feeeble- 
minded; that 20 per cent of the chil- 
dren in our reformatories. and 30 per 
cent of the children in our orphanages 
are defective, and then decide whether 
or not the problem of feeblemindedness 
deserves the consideration of every 
clean, upright, Christian person in 
this state. 

At this instant, many of us know 
adults, with the understanding of 
children, headed for the worst fate 
that life holds. and yet we are power- 
less to help. -It is your responsibility 
as a citizen of this state to see that 
something is done.

Editor Constitution: For a bishop 
of the church, doctors of divinity and 
doctors of philosophy, familiar, as 
they are with the principies of argu- 
mentation and the rules of evidence, to 
resort to the “argumentum ad homi- 
nen,” attacking my reputation, and 
impugning my motives, as their only 
reply to a serious and thoughtful 
discussion of “The Content of Chris- 
tian Education,” “Showing the Need 
of a Return to the First Principles of 
the Gospel of Christ, and of an In- 
vestigation Into Present Conditions ;” 
“respectfully submitted for the un- 
prejudiced and prayerful considera- 
tion of the general conference now in 
session: in malice toward none, for 
the glory of God and the fulfillment 
of the church’s high calling” (as the 
very title page itself decla4res), is a 
confesison of weakness and an at- 
tempt to becloud the issue quite ap- 
parent to all. 

As a gentleman from Atlanta writes 
me: In the name of common sense, 
what do your so-called deficiencies 
have to do with the truth or falsity 
of your charges? Nobody has yet 
dared to question them. Nor are your 
charges answered. But. strangely 
enough, they jump on you personally.”

“Well, at one of our own universi- 
ties, beginning with a theological dis- 
cussion, in which I maintained that in 
theology, as in all branches of knowl- 
edge, soine things are established and 
certain, I was met with a flat denial; 
and it was even claimed,and later reaf- 
firmed by a dean, that it is an open 
Guestion whether two and two make 
four. I thovght we could at least 
agree on the multiplication table 
that a straight line is the shortest 
distance between two points, and that 
two and two make four are established 
and certain.” 


“To the great body of Ministers and 
laymen in the church, the answer 
taken for granted is that the Bible 
is the revealed and authorfitative 
Word of God, which we study in 
reverence and humility, using our 
intellects primarily, as in all study, 
to comprehend and understand it; but 
it is a lamentable fact that in many 
professedly Christian colleges and 
universities such is not the attitude 
assumed or the spirit in which in- 
struction is given. And I do not 
speak without definite knowledge, On 
my accepting the chair of English 
Bible in one of our universities, a doc- 
tor of philosophy asked me, ‘Are you 
going to teach the Bible as litera- 
tureoras religion? And I was fre 
quently advised by the dean, the act- 
ing chancellor concurring, against 
making the religious emphasis strong, 
‘as the courses were reqired.“ 

“Granting the existence of such rev- 
elation, what is the reasonable attitude 
of man, the finite creatnre, toward 
the revelation from God the infinite 
Creator? There are two uses of the 
human intellect. The primary and 
most general use is to comprehend 
und understand; a secondary, to 
judge, criticise and revise. To assume 
a critical superior attitude toward 
even a work on chemistry, much less 
the Bible, before attempting to under- 
stand it, is irrational folly, making 
rrogress is knowledge and qualifica- 
tion for criticism impossible. To as- 
sume to revise the constitution by a 
supreme court judge is sofhething of a 
task, but for a law student who has 
hardly read it, it is colossal egotism 
and folly. Yet, as a bewildered theo- 
logical student complained to me, the 
critical problems—courses of study 
even—nre the first set before theo- 
logical students, who have hardly 
read the Bible through, much less be- 
gun to comprehend it. No wonder 
our schools of theology are almost 
empty, and we are spiritually desti- 
tute!”

In a statement issued Sunday night 
Miss Eleanor Raoul, president of the 
League of Women Voters and one of 
the leaders in behalf of the adoption 
of the Watkins-Atlanta charter, point- 
ed out certain changes made in the 
method of voting and calling attention 
to the propeg way in which the ballot 
should be made out. Miss Raoul 
urged that each voter mark his or her 
own ba.lot.

Following is her statement: 

1. All those who registered to vote 
in the bond election: in 1921 may vote 
in the charter election on Tuesday, 
May 30. 

“2. All those who voted on May 
16 in the charter election must vote 
again on Tuesday, May 30, if their 
vote is to count. 

“3. Everyone should look in the 
paper for the polling places as changes 
have n made in several instances. 
In most cases the polling places are 
in the same neighborhod as on May 
16, but in the case of precinct A of 
the eighth ward it is moved to an en- 
tirely new section. Instead of the 
polls being at Tenth street where they 
have been for the past 20 years or 
more and where the law requires them 
to be, the city clerk has arbitrarily 
moved them to 546 Peachtree street,

These councilmen are 
to be elected for four years, and you 
have no practical recourse for their 
misconduct (the privilege of getting 
up a petition signed by 10,000 dif- 
ferent persons, each signing seven 
times seventy thousand signatures to 
get a recall ection against men 
having the unlimited rights to spend 
not only that $8,500,000, but all our 
other millions of the money each year, 
and to dish out thousands of jobs and 
to employ and discharge at will, this 
is no recourse). “ 

“And any well guarded, civilized 
monarchy on earth would, be better. 
than this abomination in which we now 
stand in terror at this time, should 
the new charter be adopted. 

“Our city is a republic with about 
as many citizens as either of several 
of the states of the west. I believe 
God inspired our American form of 
government for our nation, for our 
states and for our cities, too, and as 
our forefathérs offe their lives to 
set it up, we should be willing to do 
our utmost that it may not perish 
from the earth.”

“TI still contend that the city has a 
very poor budget system and that gen- 
eral council at practically every meet- 
ing makes some new appropriation and 
in order to take care of the appropria- 
tion anticipates some new revenues, 
either from general taxes or from 
some other source. 

“A substantial budget system is one 
that accepts the anticipation of the 
financiai department which, under the 
present government, is the comptrol- 
ler’s office. 

“Each year the comptroller, in mak- 
ing up the budget, gives the finance 
eommittee the anticipated receipts of 
all the vity departments of which the 
largest, of course, is the tax receipts 
and throughout the year general coun- 
cil should confine its expenditures to 
the recommendations of the comptrol- 
ler. This they fail to do but continue 
to anticipate new receipts and for the 
past few years the city has had a 
deficit of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Last year it was, necessary 
for the finance committee to levy an 
emergency tax of three-eighths of one 
per cent in order to take care of the 
year’s deficit. I have on several oc- 
casions, charged this against the pres- 
ent system of government and the 
„ standpatters“ and each time the; 
failed to reply and in this instance Mr. 
Nutting evades the question, which 
to my mind is of more vital interest 
to the taxpayers of the city than any 
other question. The continue to 
evade it because they 2 — these are 
facts that are undisputable. 

Another Emergeney. 

“The standpatters would have 
placed another emergenty tax on the 
people this year but I am glad to say 
that I fought this tax vigorously and 
with the help of several citizens who 
broughié an injunction against the city 
this system of financing the city was 
killed. It was my pleasure to appear 
in the trial of the case as a witness 
against this emergency tax, testifying 
that no emergency existed: that the 
people should not be burdened with 
this additional tax in addition to the 
already high taxes they were paying. 

“I differ with Mr. Nutting when he 
states that the present budget system 
is successful when for the last several 
years ‘ts operation has showed large 
deficits. Why does not Mr. Nutting 
or some of the other standpatters re- 
ply to my remarks regarding the in- 
crease in the general property assess- 
ment of $31,000,000 for the past year 
in which the city of Atlanta and the 
county of Fulton paid into the state 
treasury an increase of 14 per cent 
and the remainder of the cities and 
counties of the state came into the 
state treasury with a decrease of 14 
per cent? 

“Also why doeg not Mr. Nutting 
or some of the other standpatters 
refer to the resolution I introduced 
at the last meeting of council in 
which I recommended to “the tax 
accessors that they do not increase 
the tax assessments this year owing 
to the tremendous increases made last 
year? This resolution was referred 
to a committee, which is generally 
done with resolutions which are of 
vital interest to the people and which 
pertain to the people’s money. 

Some Hard Facts. 

“These are hard facts for the 
standpatters to wrestle with or to re- 
ply to, because they are true and 
are on record, and every man or 
woman in this city, who owns a 
home or other real estate or a busi- 
ness, knows the tremendous increase 
in their taxes for the past few years. 
The year previous to the past year the 
assessments were increased 516,000, 
000. Mr. Nutting tries to becloud 
the issue in a matter pertaining to 
the people’s money by referring to 
my remarks regarding my efforts to 
obtain a job for a man who had 
been out of work for five months, 
and who has a wife and five chil- 
dren who were hungry and homeless 
and needed some one’s help.

Private cars were placea at my dis- 
posal; men and women, civic officials, 
hotel managers, did everything to make 
my visits and traveling pleasant. 
And one lady wrote me after my 
visit to Chicago that she had done the

daughter after me! 
“Tuesday night, at Orchestra hall, 
I heard and saw you,” she wrote. 


+ “Your enthusiasm, your zest for life, 


the airy grace of your movements, 
and the charm of your smile will live 
in my memory always. 

Here's hoping that some of the 
wealth of yonr qualities will go with 
the name ‘Margot’ to my little one.” 

Persons, whom I never saw before, 
upon learning that a “stranger in the 
land“ was traveling on their train, or 
sojourning in their city, sacrificed 
time and convenience to my comfort. 
For instance, at Columbus, the capi- 
tal of Ohio, where I was introduced in 
a witty speech by ex-Goyeronr Camp- 
bell, a stranger came up to us on the 
platform and said he hoped we would 
let him take us and our iuggage any- 
where we liked; that he had loved 
my book and was going to hear my 
lecture.

Ark., gave some estimate of the legis- 
lation, elections and temper of this 
great legislative body of a leading 
‘denomination of the nation. 

Conferences of Sober Second Thought. 

In part, he said: “Unlike the gen- 
eral conference held in Atlanta four 
years ago, the feeling in this was well
